CanadiaX Flour in Japas. 


Ottawa,- Nov, 1.—Alex, Mclean re- 
ports from Japan for the first six 
months of the calendar year amongst 
Japanese imports, flour stood alone 
as the ropresentative of Canadian 
trade. But the increasing importa- 
tions of that articlo save the situa- 
tion from discouragement. During 


‘ tho eight months from January to 


August, 70,853,496 pounds of flour, 
valued at $81,755, were brought in 
from Canada, as compared with 
448,701 pounds, valued at $5,440, 
for the samo period ‘of the year prev- 
fous.

Fighting Likely Begun. 





Japanese Receive Reinforcements 


Estimated at From 40,000 to 


60,000 Troops - Will Meet Kuropatkin On Equal Footing— 
Field Marshal Oyama's Confidence In Sufficiency of His 
Force Indicated By Events—-At Port Arthur. 





St.° Petersburg. Nov. 1.—Every- 
thing indicates that both the Japan- 
ese ond Russian armies south of 
Mukden are ready for a resumption 
of hostilities, if indeed fighting has 
not already begun. General Kuro- 
patkin reports that the Japanese : 
have received reinforcements [rom tho 
south ond Fengwangcheng. Their 
conjunction seems to have boen ac- 
complished, and they are ready to re- 
sume the offensive both east and | 
west of the railroad. There is no | 
oficial estimates of the strength of | 
the Japanese reinforcements, but cor- | 
respondents place it at from 40,000 | 
to 60,000, It is believed that the: 
Japanose force has been largely aug- | 
mented from both Port Arthur, where | 
an engineering siege has been begun - 
and Japan, whence it is understood | 
every, available man is belng drafted. |

The Government's railway policy is 
condemned out of the mouth of the 
man whom Sir Wilfrid Laurier has 
declared to be the greatest railway 
expert in Canada. When the speechcs 
of the Premier and the arguments of 
his followers ore placed alongside the 
expressed opinions of Mr. Blair, they 
are seen to be fn dircet conflict at 
every point, The scheme is so waate- 
ful, so indefensible, so contrary to 
the best interests of the Dominion, 
east and west, that the ex-Minister 
of Railwaya refused to remain in a 
Cabinet that had decided to carry out 
such an undertaking. In his letter to 
Sir Wilfrid, accompanying his reslg. 
nation, Mr. Bluir described the pro. 
ject as “the most indefensible rail- 
way transaction that haa ever tak. 
en place in this country." More posi. 
tive and emphatic a condemnation 
could not be expressed by any person 
—even the most fervent opponent of 
the Government. Mr. Blair stated 
in tho Houso that his “strong con. 
Tiction was that, the country cannot 
wisely adopt and carry into operation 
the policy which my Right Honorable 
friends, the Government, have adopt. 
ed." If this criticism — this con- 
demnution—had proceeded from Mr 
Borden or from any Conservative 
tember of the House ol Commons, 
it would be charged to be blind op.

Gr.—fhe Teronto Globe states that 
the total amount collected ih dutics 
at the Toronto Customs House in 
October. 1904, wo» $806,01292, us 
compared with $586.42438 for Octo 
ber, 1903. The Globe consers this a 
sjzn of prosperity, ‘but it really 
means that tmported goods aro be- 
ing pited up in tho warehouses of 
Toronto, \which will come into com- 
petition with Canadian manufactured 
yoods net only Gn the City of Toron- 
to, but im every town and hamiet 
throughout the Province of Ontarlo. 
Whe the importat'ons are increas- 
ing the exports have been deelining 
for the past two years. For the fine 
eal year endirg June 30, 1902, the 
imports execeded the exports by on- 
ly $460,427: for the fincal year end- 
ing June 30, 1903, the imports ox 
eceded the exports by $10,399,854; 
for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1904, the thports exceaded the cx- 
ports by $45,171,985. A continuation 
of these adverse Imlances must soon 
result in Canada being dratned of 
gold and a great fMnanclal crash will 

follow. ‘

Replyimg toa letter addroased to 
him by. the Toronto Work respect- 
ing the Globe's charges agalnst ‘him 
in regard to compulsory auiilitary 
service by ¢very, citizen, Lord Dun- 
donald bas written “the. following 
letter to that journal: 

“ Dear Sa,—-I[n answer to your cn- 
quiry-as to the truth of the atate- 
ments contained In the cuttings from 
the Toronto Glube which you havo 
kindly sent me, I am glad to have 
the opportunxy of placing the fol- 
lowing facts before you: 

“The Globe has accused me of ad- 
vocating conscription. in Canada.‘ 1 
HAVE ALWAYS BEEN AND AM 
SILL OPPOSED TO CONSCRIDP. 
TON. J witl give two public instance 
es only of my oppos:tion to It. Mupy 
months ago I wrote to Lord Meath, 
chatrinan of the Lads’ Drill Assacia- 
tion of Great Britain, and stated that 
in my opinion compulsory service for 
the Briton should be limited to his 
schoolboy days. £ reyeated my op- 
lesition to conscription in pubjic 
specches in Canada, notably ut ibe 
inaugural meeting of the Canadian 
Club at Ottawa, when [ outlined 
the scheme for the reorganization of 
the mnilitla. 

“The muitl acts in foree in Caun- 
nda for the last forty years have al- 
ways given the Government power to 
compel citizens to serve in the mili- 
tla. The Minister of Militia ia Feb 
ruary, 1903, made up bis mind to ade 
bere to the principles of the old act 
in bis contemplated bill, and asked 
mec to make any suggestions or tm- 
provements in It, taking the old act 
as a bass. In accordance with bis 
wish | made eertain amendments 
and returned han the act. But I 
suade no change whatever in the dir- 
ection of increasing the liability of 
the Canadian citizen to serve in perce 
tane. [ simply carried out Sir 
Frederick Vorden's wisbes in taking 
the old militia act as the basis and 
akong it clearer and bringing it up 
to date. 

“The only increased power which I 
des red to give the Government was 
the power of forc.ng the boys of the 
tountry to perform 100 drills of one 
hour cach between the ages of 14 and 
& wh.eh would, of course, have been 
done with their school cadet corps 
under the new regulatons for cadet 
corps Which fo was then in precess 
of drafting. 

“In my recommendations fer the 
reorganization of the militia contain-- 
ed in my reports there is not one 
word with regard lo compulsory ser- 
vce. | proposcd a purely voluntary 
arm) for Canada :n lime of = yeace. 

“The old AgJitia Act said: * The 
perm) of service in the active militia 
n time of peace shall be three years. 
If strictly carritd out. these words 
would prevent amen from serving 
more than three years even if they 
wished to, and as it ts desirable to 
ceta.n the services of a certain num- 
ber of men beyond that period as 
leaders. [ inserted the words, ‘ The 
rio: of campulxory service shall be 
three years,” so that voluntary ser- 
vice night be continued in accord- 
ance woth regulations whieh would 
be lac down. My preposed wording 
has been twisted into a desire on 
my part to -ntroduce Increased sever- 
ity Into the provisions of the Militia 
Act. 

“Wath regard to the suggested 
power im the bill te increase the per- 
manent corps up to o limit of 5.000 
men. | thought $t advisable to take 
power to increase it up to that num- 
ber if desirable. so ax not ty have 
cont.uually to amend the Act when- 
ever a smgli imerease Was desired; 
for it must be remembered that Can- 
ada soa rapidly growing country 
with Increasing responsibilities. But 
T have never rcoommended in any re- 
port [ have made to the Mbnister 
any larze Jucrease in the permanent 
corps. 

“Woeth regard to the charge that 
{ wished to abolish the schools of in- 
struction becauso { simplified the 
wording of the clause under which 
the permanent corps was to be cn- 
Usted. it is hardly worth contradic- 
tion. | gave months of my time to 
uproving the schools of instruction 
amd making thelr working more con- 
venwent for the militia, gnd they 
formed an essentinl part of the sys 
tem of traming which Io was then 
pressing the Minister to adopl. and 
which has since been adapted.

AN AIR SHIP THAT FLIES, 
Baldwia's aCaliteenin Arrow'* Answern te 
the Helm Readily, 


St. Louis, fds, Nov. 2.—Thomas 
S. Baldwin's airship, the “California 
Arrow,’’ made another ascension yes 
terday from the World’s Fair ncro- 
nautic concourse, with A. Hoy Kna- 
benshuc. of Tolaio, who -made two 
previous flights, at the helm. The 
day was clear and a seven-mile breeze 
blew from the southwest. 

When released from its weights the

THE ALBATKOSS. , 


Ite Wonderful Fights and Some 044 
Beliefs About the Bird, 

Of all the strange creatures seen by 
travelers not the least interesting is 
the wandering albatross. This great, 
feathered wanderer, sometimes, meas- 
uring seventeen feet from tip to tip of 
its wings, will follow a ship for days 
at a time Some travelers and sailors 
declare that they have seen a particu- 
lar bird fly for weeks at a time with- 
out ever being seen to alight upon the 
waves, 

It not merely follows the ship, but 
wheels in great circles around it and 
abore it, high in the air, as if to show 
that it is not tired. Sometimes the 
bird will be seen to hang in the air 
with its wings apparently motionless, 
and the sailors say that then it is 
asleep. 

Not only in pleasant weather wil! the 
albatross follow a ship for days and 
weeks, but through the most terrific 
storms it will continue its untiring 
filghts. In fact, to find an albatross 
otherwise than on the wing is like 
finding a weasel! asleep. 

Once a year the female albatross flies 
away a few thousand miles to the 
great, lonely island rock of Tristan 
d’Acunha, which lifts its desolate head 
far in the south Atlantic, or to some 
equally remote place, and there laya 
one egg.in the hollow of a rock. 

The albatross has always been a bird 
of mystery, and in ancient times the 
people belleved that these unwearying 
sea birds were the companions of the 
Greek warrior Diomedes, who were 
gaid to bave been changed Into birds at 
the death of their chief. 

When America was discovered and 
ships began to esll abroad to the Pa- 
cific ocean, to double the Cape of Good 
Hope and to explore the “seven seas” 
generally, the old belief about the alba- 
tross had been forgotten by the sallors 
and explorers, but in thelr Jong and 
lonesome voyages over waters which 
were cut by no keel but their own and 
upon whose vast expanse they saw no 

| other sail but theirs the presence of the 
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albatross following the ship day after , 


day became a great source of comfort 
and companionship. So it came to bea 
belief that Ul] luck would follow any 
one who killed one of these birds, and 
that belief ls common among senfnr- 
Ing men of this very day. Coleridge's 
famous “Rhyme of the Ancient Mart- 
ner” is based upon this belief. 

Though the superstition cbout the 
killing of an albatross bringing bad 
luck fs only a foolish one, It bas served 
a useful purpose for many years io 
Preventing the slaughter of these eau. 
tiful and gallant bird- the sailors’ 
friends and the landstwen’s wender, 

Up in dreary Keiechatka, that outly- 
ing part of Siberin whieh cuts inte the 
north Pactiic, the natives, never having 
heard of the superstition about the al- 
batross, catch !.im and eat Bim. But 
his flesh makes such poor food that, 
after all, the legend may be s#id te

Any boy can measure the rainfall for 
himself.

tained 20 per cent. of Jat not ob- 
tained from milk, and that it was 
what is commonly known as load- 
ed or margarine chocse. Mr. F. 
feck, of London, who defended on 
bebalf of the Grocers’ Federations, 
asked that the Chird sample should 
ve forwarded to the Government 
laborstory. Mr. Beck further  in- 
timated that the Cinadian Govern- 
ment desired that the Cullest cn.

This is a very interesting change, 
and its workiogs wiil be watched with 
intecest..

The atvaticn, it mist ala> b> 
noted, will be helped by the recent in- 
excaso in the pay of the non-coms, and 
men wh'eb will groatly aid recruiting 
In practical working, however, cases 
of hardsbip are likely to arise: The 
captains Usvally work hard at their 
recruiting, and in scasons when wages 
are high it is alinost impossible to get 
ful? companies. It will seem hard to 
fine a man who, alter roally hard 
work, has induced only 38 men to come 
out. Some modification of this order 
will not bo surprising, although the 
principle of paying tho full sum only 
when a reasonably full company is 
brought into camp is excellent. Com- 
manding officers in rural corps—cav~- 
alry, garrison artillery, infantry or 
rifies—are also put on adbasis of pay- 
ment by results, as their command 
pay henceforward will be 60 ccnts for 

eacb non-com. and man. An intcrest- 
ing change which may bo noted pre- 
acribes tho holding of the muater par- 
ade on the second day of the annual 
training. This wili make it Imypos- 
sible to pick up recruits after camp 
bas started and parade them at the 
muster. 

No provision appears in the Hegu- 
lations and Orders for Lord Dundon- 
ald's interesting plan of bringing out 
tocump simply the nucleus of a corps, 
The former General Officer Command- 
ing wished to enlist a company to full 
war, strength if possible—about 125 
med\but to take only about 20 men 
tou caii’n.

Officer Commanding 
apparently becom’ng aware of tho fact 
that two weeks isthe standard holi- 
day in Canada, and avowedly wishing 
to attract: busy men as: olticers, ar- 
ranged the courses of instruction in 
periods of two weeks. Ho trusted to 
frequent. repetitions of very short 
courses, rather than to one comp3ra. 
tively long courss followed by possibl> 
atagnation. Orders to ‘this offect 
were promulgated, bul it scems that 
owing tosome technical slip they wore 
not effective, The new R:gulaticns 
and Orders go back totho old syatem 
of a “short course” of three months 
relioved by special ten-day courses 
where occasion demands, and also by 
“provisional schools” held at. tocal 
centres. The commanding officers of 
the various schools of instruction socm 
gencrally opposed to the extreme 
shortness of the courses under. Lord 
Dundonald's plan. The convenience of 
officers who are obliged to qualify 
would be such uuder the Dundonald 
plan that again it scoms regrettable 
that the experiment could not be 
tried. A modification perhaps might 
be effected whereby an officer who 
could prove that bo had undergone 
a certain amount of preliminary in- 
struction froma drill sergeant might 
be admitted to atwo weeks’ course. 
Another matter which will arouse 
comment is the absenco of’any direct 
reference to the central camp upon 
which Lord Dundonald laid such 
stress. Tho only certificates so far 
provided for are those for subalterns, 
captains and ficld officcra and ad- 
jutants, It is announced, however, 
that “As soon as the necessary ar- 
rangements cap bo mads, field officers 
will be required to pass ap examina. 
tion before being promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel and given 
regimental command.” Probably this 
refers to the central camp, which like-« 
ly will be established at Petawawa.

Confident as they were of 
sucocss, they were not prepared for 
.the astonishing figures which follow- 
ed the closing of the polls—bringing 
into the Republican column not only 
all those States they had claimed as 
safe for their candidates, but with 
the possible exception of Maryland, 
every State classed as doubtful. 

Democratic successes aro confined 
to the solid south, in which Ken- 
tucky is Included, and Mr. Parker 
has not carried a single State which 
did not give its vote to Mr. Bryan 
four years ago. Unofficial returns in- 
dicate that he has lost some of those 
who the Nebraskan candidate held 
for his party. Officle] figures from 
some of the Northwest States may 
slightly change the totals, but based 
on the returns available at a late 
hour last night the electoral vote 
stands as follows:

Fall Cleaning the Or Orchard, 


Much can be said In favor of an 
annual fall orchard cJeaning,  al- 
though many of our frult-growers 
are indifferent in this matter. Aside 
froin the fuct that is nore 
leisure after the frnit has been gath- 
efed than in the cush of our “early 
ering when so umsny odds and ends 
must be aliended (oy there are many 
urgent and convincing reusous why 
our orchards should be very carcful- 
ly cleaned of rubbish and litter dur- 
tang date fall and early water. 

Peopx often wonder how it hap 
pens Chat certain tnseets appear in 
such alurming numbeis during the 
summer. A few careful obserfations 
aluring the fall and winter will show 
how these Inseets pias the colkd per- 
jod of tho year. The egg masses of 
the tent caterpillars will be found 
encircling the smaller branches. If 
these bracelets of eggs be removed 
whenever seen inuch serious injury 
will be averted the following spring. 
The canker-worius pass the winter in 
the cxy state, and these eggs are 
often to be seen in masses on branch- 
es. The codling-worm passes tha win- 
ter In a cosoun, under b.ta of bark, 
boards and In crevices, and a gener- 
al clearing will get rid of many of 
these troublesame pests. The grape.

discased fruit, plants, and leaves 
should be burned, not thrown on the 
manurv pile, for then the spores will 
bo able to survive the winter, and 
reproduce the discase the fotlow!nty 
season. Moreover, many fungl per- 
sist In tho leaves as dclicate threads, 
which develop rapidly in the spring: 
and produce spores which are soon 
blown by the wind to the ‘leaves, 
where they germinate and produce 
discase. 

{ It may safely bo sald, that if all 
Jeaves, decaying frults and discased 
twigs be burned at the approach of 
winter, the damage from fungous 
discases would be lessened very ma- 
terlally. '

Russian Cannesading of Terrific Intensity. 
_ Broke the Quist On the Meraing of 
Nev. 7, But There Je Neo Sign of Japan- 
e090 Advance—Japs Had a fiuecess ‘Bui 
Mussiana Re-ccoupled Lest Petitions 
—Japs Ignore Stocese!. 


Mukdéen, Nov, 9.—Licut.-General 
Linevitch, recently appointed to the 
command of the frat army, arrived 
yesterday by special train. and was 
met by Gen. Sakharofl. He was en- 
thuslastically welcom# by all the 
troops. His escort consisted of men 
who'had been decorated with the St. 
George's cross. Gen. Linevitch will 
take command Immediately. The Rus- 
sian front’ now extends 66 miles. 
Quiet was broken the morning of 
Noy. 7 by a Russian cannonade of 
an intensity that had had no paral- 
lel in weeks. There is no sign yet of 
n Japanese advance. 

Ne Fighting Yeoterday, 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 9.Gen Sakha- 
roff reports that the Japancse van- 
guard assumed tho offensive on Nov. 
7 along the line from Changtan to 
Khenan, and occupled the villages of 
Outlatse, Kitaitsw and Paosintung, 
from whence, however, the Russians 
afterwards expelled thom, re-occupy- 
ing the original line. ‘There wos no 
fighting yesterday. 





JAPS IGNORE STORSSEL. 

Offer Terms of Surreader te the Russias 

Seldiera im Port Arthur. 

Che Foo, Nov. 9.—The Japanese 
besieging Port Arthur, ignoring 
Licutenant Gencral Stoessel, the 
commander of the Russian military 
forocs there, have offered terma of 
surrender to the Russian soldiers, ac- 
cording. to advices leaving Port 
Dalny Monday. In the meanwhilo 
tho ceaseless activity of picks and 
spadcs, gradually advancing the 
trenches, spells incxorable fate, to 
the watching Russians. 

A Russian prisoner, captured Oct. 
26, said the soldiers composing the 
garrison of Port Arthur, in want 
and dispirited, saw the hoplvssness 
of the struggle. Despairing of relie!, 
with food scarce and medicine, and 
hospital supplies ‘insufficient it was 
admitted by the Russians that a 
Japaneso victory was ultimately in- 
evitable. The soldiers, according to 
the prisoner, seo no reason to pro- 
long the resistance which bripgs 
glory to their-ollicers, but chief 
hardship and death to them. Upon 
hearing the prisoner's story General 
Nogi drafted a letter to be circulated 
among the soldiers themselves, the 
prisoner having promived to deliver 
it in mercy to his comrades. 

_Tho letter related General Kuro- 
patkin’s retreats and his inability to 
make an impression on the army of 
Field Marshal Oyama, to say noth- 
ing of presing through hie forces 
and relieving Port Arthur. The let- 
ter also pointed out that the se- 
cond Russian “Pacific squadron has 
just started on its slow voyage. 
Continuing, {t called attention to 
tho resistless advance of the Japan- 
eso trenches, making it a matter of 
weeks when the Japancso would walk 
into the main Itussian strongholds. 

In conclusion tho letter offered hu- 
mane treatment to all who surrend- 
crod, saying it wos ip the interests 
of humanity to prevent further use- 
less slaughter. 

Several copics of tho fetter, writ- 
ten in Russia were given to the 
prisoner, who, regainod the Russian 
lines upobserved by his officers. 
That night the Russian returned, 
saying his comrades would answer 
within a few days. He said tho 
temper of the men seemed to show 
that while they wero mutinous to- 
wards fate, they also dfd not like 
the idea of an unofficial sufrender, 
The letter did much, however, to 
dispel among tho Russian troops the 
impresajon fostered by thelr officers 
that o tnassacry would follow-a Jap- 
nnese victory. Phe company to 
which the prisoner belunged original- 
ly numbered 800, ond now totals 
thirty men. 

Procee ing Satisfactory, 

Tokio, Nov. 9,—Unofficial news re- 
ceived from Yort Arthur since Satur- 
day's report of the progress made by 
thy beslegers, indicates that the Jap- 
anese operations are procecding sat- 
isfactorily, though slowly. Limcstone 
formations and rocky ground inter- 
fere with firing. It is now consid- 
ered that the captuf of Itihlung 
Mountain and East Kechwan Moun- 
tain without Antsc and Etse Moun- 
taing is not sufficient to force the 
Russians to abandon tho cily pro- 
per. i 

Both Armies Passive. 

Tokio, Nov, 9.—Reports from tho 
Shakhe River state that both arm- 
fen aro still strengthening their posi- 
tions along the river and are other 
wise busily preparing for another 
great battle, The scouts are con- 
stantly in touch and fraquent outpost 
skirmishes occur, but there is no liko- 
Mhood of a general engagement for 
the present. Neinforcomenta of Rus- 
sian troops, guns ond supplies aro 
constantly arriving ot the front, 
Olling the gaps caused by the crush- 
Ing losses at the battle of Shakhe 
River. —

Writing from Gretna, Man., to The 
Toronto Star, John LP. McConnel, 
gays: ’ 

More than a century and a quarter 
sgo o German religious sect left the 
fatherland and in the dominions of 
the Czar at that time sought freedom 
from military dutics and the right 
to worship God in their own way.. 
And they’ found what they sought. 
In tho light of latter-day Russian 
history this may sound strange, but 
the then Russian Government reserv- 
ed a large tract of land, some 600 
square miles, guaranteed the people 
freedom from military dutics for 0D 
years, and protected their religious 
freedom. But the YD years clapsed 
and in the meantime Czars had come 
and gone, Military duties were iin- 
posed. At first these people were Dot 
asked to bear orms, They were 
merely required to servo in hospital 
and sapper corps But gradually 
other duties were forced ujyon them, 
until it became au. question of two 
things, unreserved submission lo the 
military muandater of the Czar and 
the relinquishing of the tencts of 
their faith, or io sevhing: in a new 
land exemption from the hatelul busi- 
ness of learning to Jegally Kill their 
fellow-men 

They Come le Canada, 

It was in thecatly seventies that 
the attenuion of the Canadian iuni- 
grativa oll Was altracied to this 
community, Me flespeler, at that 
time Gerinan Consul, in) Winntipey, 
and who has since represented oo 
Manitoba constitucney in the Domin- 
fon House, wan sent over to South 
Russia to incet thetr representatives: 
He was authoned to offer them 
homesteads in a large reservation in 
Manitoba, and also te promise mile 
tary exemption. ‘The Russian Gov 
erninent learned of his missvon and 
gave him a few hours to leave the 
country, but he had actomplisbed 
what he went for 

A Prosperous Community. 

It was in 274 that the first com 
tingent of Mennonites, now us 
the most prosperous communities

‘The population 
of thin district is abous 15.000. At 
least half a dozen prosperous towns 
or villages dot this aren. Each one 
has from three to five clevators.

Siege 
guns were brought up in the after- 
noon dospite a severe artillery Gre 
from the forts across the harbor and 
those at White Wolf and Golden Hill. 

Twe Desperate Nicht Battles.

HOME HELPER’. 


One Woman's Scheme For Solving 
the Domestic Problem, 

If women who’are out of einploy- 
ment in the large cities would only 
turn thelr energies where they are 
needed instead of searching for unat- 
talnable positions they would find thelr 
efforts more successful, —~ 

Some of these women have seen bet- 
ter days, are fairly well educated and 
have had some experience. Would it 
be beneath their self respect to take 
positions in the homes of others as 
home helpera—that is, to help with chil- 
dren and housework—without being 
considered servants and without losing 
thelr social position? - hy 

“Of course the position Is a -elicate 
one,” sald a well known matron the 
other day, “but, having made the ex: 
perimentsuccessfully for over ten years, 
I feel justified in giving an opinion. 

“In the ten years I had four com- 
panions or home helpers of different 
ages and experience, but they were all 
well born, well educated and of good 
principles, Having six children, I pre- 
ferred having them intimately associat- 
ed with a refined and responsible per- 
aon instead of the ordinary Irrespon- 
sible nurse. 

“The home helper was treated lke 
my own slster jn being on a perfect 
equality with the family, and I always 
found her willing to do whaterer bad 
to be done, even cooking and dishwash- 
ing when I happened to be without a 
cook, Of course Filways worker! with 
her, and never expected ber to do what 
I would not do myself. The Golden 
Rule is m good guide to follow, and 
seems particularly fitted for domestic 
complications. 

“TY ask all overburdened mothers, all 
disappointed women without emplos- 
ment, to consider this queation of 
home helpers and see if they cannot 
make {t practicable. 

“It promises, I think, to solve the 
domestic problem for them, and in 
time it should make our perplexing 
servant preblem of today almost a 
thing of the past.”—Philadeiphia Press.

Measuring the Ratn, 

The simplest form of gauge consista 
of a funnel with a definite area, say 
twelve Inches, the neck of which fits in 
a bottle. The rain that falls into the 
funnel runs down into the bottle, of 
course, and the quantity Js measured by 
tueans of a graduated glass. 

Any boy can measure the rainfall for 
himself. faving provided the funnel 
and the bottle—the metal cylnder out- 
bide is not cssential—let him Ot them 
as described, and then put them in a 
level, open place, away from trees and 
buildings, with the mouth of the fun- 
nel about a foot above the ground, 
The bottle should be fastened In po- 
sition to avoid being overturned by the 
wind and should rest perfectly level. 

When the measure [s to be taken the 
water should be poured into a graduat- 
ed glass, and the number of cubic 
inchea calculated, which will give the 
umount of the full in proportion to the 
area of the top of the funnel.

Bhs Sleeps for Serveutecn Payeand Pursice

The following is Dr. Duncan's ac

Famous Vine in Majyst Gardeas. 

While, in these days of widely dif- 
fused knowledge in relation lo tho 
production of grapes, many persons 
find it diMcult to obtain well ripen- 
ed clusters from comparatively young 
vines, it is extremely interesting to 
refer lo a great vine planted 129 
years ago and bearing a crop of 
xome 1,000 bunches, the berries finely 
doveloped and as black as slocs. 

‘This grand old vino is growing in 
the Cumberland Lodge portion of 
the royal gardens at Windsor, and is 
known as tho Cumberland Lodge 
vine. It is one of the descendants of 
the famoua vino at Hampton Court, 
which was planted 130 ycars ogo, 
and it has outdistanced its vencrablo 
parent in dimensions, in vigor and in 
productivences. Occupying a great 
glase structure 120 feet long by 20 
feet wido, at spreads its luxuriant 
branches over a roof area of 2,400 
feet, which is fully one-third greater 
than the area of the house occupied 
by its voncrable parent at Hampton 
Court. 

For so largo a vine 1,000 bunches, 
weighing in the aggregate 1,500 Ibs., 
is not a heavy crop, but the grapes 
are in every way Lirateer Boy royal 
table, and to overtax strength 
of so old a vine would be unwise.

Bombardment of Russian Position Extending From Putiloff Hill to 
Sanchiatsu At the Joining of the Sha and Hun Rivers—

+ KRUGER’S GOLD FOUND. 


Cousin of Moor General Found » Quarter 
of @ Million in the Transvaal. 


Mr. Kemp, a cousin of G.ncral 
Kemp, has discuvered Leyond Spdon- 
ken buricd treasure, removed from 
Pretoria before Lord Roberts’ entry. 
The valuo of the find is estimated at 
a quarter of a million sterling, of 
which -he Government will receive 
half. 

According to an Exchange tele 
§Tam, the treasure consists of 6U,- 
000 oz. of gold and of coin which, 
it is believed, wos taken frou the 
Pretoria Mint. : 

This carrics us back to the fast 
days of May, 1900, when, crushed 
and bewildered by tho rapidity of 
Lord Koberts’ advance, the Boer 
army, a8 o cohcrent and powerful 
fighting force, was in extremis. Un 
May 29 Lord LKoberts arrived ot 
Germiston, near Johannesburg, and, 
conscious of the coming end, Gov- 
ernment circles at I’'retoria were in a 
State of extreme excitement and con- 
fusion, Panic-stricken burghera were 
daily pouring inte the town, and 
crowds of relugres constantly arrived 
from Johannesburg by rail and 
Tord. 

At the moment when English 
troops were firing on the Inst train 
out of Germiston, the ‘Transvaal 
executive wag holding its last meet- 
ing, at which-“mattera of a‘vast im- 
‘portance were exhaustively) discuss- 
ed.” The next day Lord Rober 
granted a 24-hours’ armistice to Com 
mondant Krause at Johannesburg, 
and President Kruger fled from Pre 
torla to Watervalnboven, on the 
Lourenco Marques Railway. 

Persistent rumors concerning the 
carrying off of a hoard of treasure—

The Momus of political life declares 
that there is nothing in our nation- 
al life to warrant thanksgiving. Ife 
says: “Modern rulers and teyislaters 
are selfish oppressors. ‘They do not 
govern by God's Golden Rule, put 





by force. The code of civilized nn- 
tions is imunoral, merciless and un- 
just. It connives at the crimes of 


government and condones the theft 
of a province. Strong governments 
trample upon the rights of the weak- 
er governinents. Within these govern- 
tuents one social class places the 
yoke of tyranny upon the other’ so- 
cial class. Within those governments 
laws are not equitable and just. We 
find that the poor man who steals a 
loaf of bread to avert starvation i 
hustled off to jail, as Jean Valjean 











was tte the gaileys with a twen- 
ty years’ sentence for Stenling two 
loaves of bread to feed the gaunt 





apd haggard and starving children of 
hin widowed sister. On the other 
hand. a man like James Fisk, if he 
isn big enouglimecoundrel to xtenl a 
railroad, can defy justice, while a 
tnillionaire. like IWard Stokes, who 
shoots a dames Fick. has no more 
to fear from the gallows than a leo- 
pard bas who slays a helpless fawn.’ 
“Nae Say the Jiving pessimists,

internal laws are all corrapt, There 
















are none that, doeth good—ne, not 
one, not one.” 

‘Tis u © carping critic and ca- 
lamity howler against rulers gnd na- 
tional tuws, that modern govern- 
ments aro not all that they ought 
to be.

Russian Retirement. 





Russian Forces Are Now on Southern Side Encampment on Hills 


Running Out to the Bay—All the Northern Defences Shat 
tered—Every Commanding Hill in Possession of 
the Japanese—-End is Now Imminent. 





Tokio, Nov. 23.—The fall of Port 
Arthur may now be regarded as im- 
minent. ‘The Russian forces practical- 
ly are allon the southern side’ of the 
city, encamped on the hills running 
out to the bay. On Sunday morning 
the Japanese miners were able to dy 
stroy the redoubts on the southerly 
side of Quail Hill and southwest of 
Rihlung Mountain. 

This forges the retirement of the 
Nussian defenders to the hills back 
of Port Arthur and into a series of 
entrenchments between Orlung and 
Laoluichui forts. Froin these points 
and from Golden Hill the Russian 
artillery can dominate the city of 
Port Arthur and prevent its occupa- 
tion, but teepnortherly defences of 
the town are now shattered and ev- 
ery commanding hill is in possession 
of the Japanese troops. 

‘The [mperial Army Doard  an- 
nounces that on Sunday shells from 
the naval gupsx on Quai] Till batter 
ed the Russian warships. The vessels 
Vere towed out to Weiyuen fort, on 
the easterly side of Tiger's Tail, but 
shells at a high angle can be drop- 
ped even now among the fleet. The 
last of the entrenchments south of 
Rihlung Mountain were mined and de- 
strayed on Sunday morning ‘These 
were the last remaining permanent 
fortifications due north of ‘ort Ar- 
thur.

AN ESKIMO BANQUET THAT MAY. 
LAST A WHOLE DAY. 








Incident ef the Social Life Among” 
the Xatives ef Aretic Alaska After,” 
the Hunting Season Is Over 
Return ef the Ficet te Shere.

boat’s crew, with their umiak (a whal- 

ing boat covered with skins), takes the 

Jead, followed by the other boats in the “ 

order of thelr success. ‘The harpoons, 

floats, paddles and everything pertain- 
ing to the chase-of the whale are 
placed in their respective positions. 

The uwiak is then placed on a fiat 
ivory runnered sled and Jashed firmly 
in place. The owner, who is called 
omelic (headman), stands on the ice 
at the right band side of the bow; the 
boat steerer stands at the stern and 
the paddlers stand at their respective 
places. along the sides of the boat. 
When all js ready the omelle gives the 

word to go forward, and each of the 2 

crew slips over his shoulder a broad 
breast strap of sealskin, which 1s at- 
tached to a short Mfie made fast to - 

the thwarts of the boat. When all is 
ready the boat 1s pulled forward a few 
lengths and the next boaf in order goes 
through the same form, moving on in 
{ts turn, until all the umiaks are strung ~- 
out in a long line on the grounded ice_ 
ready for their return to land.

LADY OF THE SNOWS, 





Frost and Meavy Snewaqaalls im Al} Parts 
of Great Hritain, 


London, Noy. 24.—Keen frost and 
heavy snowaqualla are reported, from 
all parts of the United Kingdom. A 
gale raged all night long over the 
coasts, driving veasols to shelter 
and = seriously dislocating the  telo- 
graph wires, especially in the north 
of England and in Scotland. Blind- 
ing snowstorms aro causing deep 
drifts and rendering traffic dificult in 
the country districts and are neces- 
sitating a cessation of outdoor work 
in many of the provincial towns. In 
London little snow has fallen, but o 
sharp fall in temperature is accentu- 
ating the distress among tho poor 
which is already prevalent. 

The snow is so deep at Chatsworth 
that the King of Portugal and oth- 
ers of the house party there have 
been_prevented from shooting. Some 
small craft have been wrecked. 

In Westmorcland the unusual sight 
was seen of trains stuck in snow- 
drifts and blocking communication 
on the Northeastern Railroad. ‘The 
Face meeting at Warwick had to be 
postponed, as the track was deeply 
covered with snow. 

The land lines In Ireland aro af- 
fected, causing delay to communica- 
tion with America. The lifeboats are 
busy, but the most serious wreck so 
far reported Is that of the British 
steamer Indianio, from River Platte, 
Via Madeira, which was driven ashoro 
on tho rocks near Sunderland. Tho 
lifesavers took off tho crew. A few 
fatalities have occurred ax the re 
sult of wrecks of small craft.

Some ef Their Famous Feats of Phys- 
ical Endarance, 

One of the Ouest achievements of a 
War correspondent was that of Holt 
White, a representative of the New 
York Tribune, in the Franco-Prussian 
war. He witnessed the battle of Sedan 
from the Irussian headquarters on 
Thursday, Sept. 3, 1870. At its conclu- 
sion he rode to Brussels, but there the 
postoffice nuthorities refused to traus- 
mit his dispatch to London and even 
threatened to arrest him for saying 
that the French bad been defeated. He 
| then went on to Caluis, crossed to Do- 
ver by special steamer and took a spe- 
cla! train to London, where be arrived 
, Ot So’clock on Baturday morning. Next 
' day there was a description of the bat- 
: tle six columns long fn the Tribune. It 
i waa not till Tuesday that the London 
) hewspapers had accounts of the con- 
| Qilct from their correspondents.

But the most famous deed of physte- 
endurance in the race for news be 
teen war correspondents was told of 
A}ebibald Forbes; Ip the Servian war 
of"1870 Semlin, the nearest telegraph 
. station, was 120 miles distant from the 
; scene of the battle. So soon as Forbes 
knew tho result bo rode off, and all 
night long he kept at a gallop, chang- 
ing horses every fifteen miles. At Sem- 
lin he had ono long drink of beer and 
then at once sat down to the task of 
writing, hour after hour, against time, 
the tidings of which be was the bearer. 
After he had written the story of the 
battle and put It on the wires be lay 
down in his clothes and slept twenty 
hours without waking. He had wit- 
nessed tho battle, which lasted six 
hours; ridden 120 iniles and written 
and dispatched a telegraphic message 
four columns in length to the Daily 
News, all in the space of thirty hours.—

resources.’ In a recent issue of the 


Port Arthur describes tho reduction 
of the outer defences by the Japan.

nné incazorable advance on the duem- 
ed city. Gen. Vernandcr, who laid out 
the fortifications, has called Port Ar- 
thur the Gibraltar of the East. “It 
was, in my opinion,” says tho ccrres- 
pondent, “even better protected than 
the famous fortress of the VPillurs of 
Hercules.” On almost every one of the 
numerous hills surrounding Port Ar- 
thur forts and redoubts were con. 
structed, and some of thes hills were 
from 1,300 to 1,500 Iceet high, and 
rugged and stecp. The delences ex- 
tended as far as Kinchau, thirty-five 
miles to the north. The system was so 
complicated that to describe it in de- 
tail would only confuss the reader.

Discevering the Kangaroo. 

In the year 1770 Captain Cook sailed 
fnto Botany bay in bis ship, the En- 
deavor. A foraging or exploring party 
brought back to him the news of the 
discovery of a new and strangely form- 
ed animal. It was described as mouse 
colored in hue and of the size of a- 
greyhound, But that which struck 
Cook's en as most singular was its 
movements, “It sprang or leaped with 
great awiftness, by the ald of its long~ 
hind iimbs,” while the possession of a 
strong tall was also noted. On July 
14 a Mr. Gore, one of Cook's party, 
shot a kangaroo, the name by which 
the avimal was known to the natives. 
At thelr dinner on Sunday, July 15, 
1770, they dined off kangaroo joint and 
pronounced the meat to be excellent 
eating. As early as 1711, however, a 
Dutch traveler in Australia, of the 
name of De Bruins, had captured a 
kangaroo, which he took to Batavia 
alive, so that Cook practically redis- 
covered the family, 





An Unnecessary Distinction, 

The two expressions “by and by” and 
“by the bye” are really derived from 
the same original word, and the words; 
“by” and “bye” have the same general 
fence. But the spelling “bye” has long . 
been used in the second of these: 
phrases without any real reason for 
the change. We should not speak of” 
a bye Jaw or a bye path, and yet many 
are careful to write “by the bye” and 
“by the by.” In “goodbye” there might 
be some reason for keeping the final 
“e,” since it stands for the word “ye” 
in the shortened form of “God be with 
ye;” but where so much has been 
dropped the “e” is hardly worth keep- 
lpg, especially as the old meaning is 
seldom recalled.

Life of the Victims of Nassia’s Fanlo Was

The fishing boats which suffered in 
tho lamentable attack on Lriday, 
Oct. 21, are small steam trawlers, 
built of fron or steel. ‘They are excel- 
lent sea boats, very handy and quick 
and at their best steaming can make 
ten knots an hour. ‘Ihey cre built 
on What if known us “trawlers 
lines,”” with high bews and a run 
which droops aft iuto a low counter. 
‘The frocboard abult the forecastle is

generally two masts, which carry 
staysaila aud trysails, which are 
st so as to lessen tho rolling. 
Sometimes they keep the sea for a 
couple of months at a time, sending 
their take ashore in quick steamers 
known as ‘“dukeys."" which supply 
the London markets and then returo 
to the fevr.

By the light of fares they gut the 
fish, rub them roughly with salt, and 
pack them with ice in boxes. If the 
take is suMcient, the boxes are sent 
on board the dukey, and this putting 
of the take on board is often a very 
nice picce of practical scamanship. It 
may be blowing hard, with a nasty 
short groen sea running, yet a 
couple of young men in oilskins will 
put forth chwrily in a dinghy witha 
few boxes of fish, risking their lives, 
running the chance of ‘'s cold death, 
a wet death,"’ without a thought 
that they are doing anything remarke 
able or out of the way, 

Tt is ‘a wet life and a cold life’ 
in the North Sea fishery, but the life 
is not without its pleasures. Some- 
times a sea concert will be held, 
smack against smack, the crews sing- 
ing the old sea songs to an accom- 
paniment of clinking pannikins. On 
Sundays they are sometimes able to 
get on board the cruising Mission 
ship to what is called. “Bethel,” or 
Sunday service. ‘Iho Mission ships 
have done much to better the condi- 
tion of the fishers, but the servico 
remains a hard one, and ono that 
can scarcely be made plensant tll 
the North Sea becomes calm.

AFRICA’S VOLCANOES.

They Are of the Basy Order-—Detatls of 
the Great Kraptions in Central 

& Africa Last Spring. 


A few facts have at last reached 
the outer world concerning the great 
volcanic ‘cruption. that began on 
May 13 last in the lako region of 
Central Africa. 

The eruption was very severe for 
threo days. The wide, lava covered 
Plain in whith the active volcanoes 
are found seemed to be covered with 
Hames that poured forth from many 
fissures in the rock. What scemed to 
be a column of. fire was maintained 
to a height of several hundred feet 
for several hours. . 7. 

Near these volcanoes on the south 
is Lake Kivu, in ono of whose north- 
ern bays occurred. terrific unagou- 
eous eruption.

Many thousands of fish 
wero killed and their bodies floated 
on the surface, 

This region north of Lake Kivu 
and Tanganyika is the greatest ccu- 
tre of volcanic activity in Africa, 
and one of tho largest in the world; 
and {t was never heard of till ten 
years ago. ‘Tho discovery of these 
valcanoes by Count von Gotzen did 
considerable damage to the theory 
that voleanocs are developed only in 
proximity to tho sca. 

These volcanoes are about 700 
miles from the Indian Ocean, almost 
In the heart of the continent. The 
other groat centro of present “vole 
canic phenomena in Africa is also 
hundreds of miles inland, near Lake 
Rudolf, 

Students of voleanocs now think It 
is better to say that they aro found 
doth on the margine of the sea and 
in the neighborhood of great depres- 
sions in the land surface caused by 
violent movements of the— rocks, 
which havo produced lines of weak- 
ness, through which volcanic energy 
is able to fin® vent. 

There are cight volcanocs within 
sight of one another just a little 
north of Lake Kivu. They are in 
three groups. The two western 
@Toups are composed each of three 
extinct volcanocs, while the eastern 
gtToup contains two towering, moun- 
tains that are at times excocdingly 
active. “ 

In addition to the lively chullitions 
from these craters, the region ie 
richer than most other volcanic dis- 
tricts {n mincral and hot springs 
ag other manifestations of vulcan- 

m0. 

Tho two active cones are among 
the very largest in the old world and 
aro almost unique in their great dis- 
tance frown the sca. ‘The larger of 
the two, Kirungu-cha-gungo, is a 
single huge cone, rising to a circular 
and unbroken rim, 11,350 fect in 
height. 

This rim encloses a vast crater 
over a mile in dinmeter that has al- 
ways been full of steam and smoke 
when the visitora have peered over 
the edge so that they have been un- 
able to learn the nature of the cra- 
ter floor or of its interior walls. 

Tt is inferred that tho crater is of 
enormous depth, for stones rolled 
over tho edge of tho chasm have 
merely bounded from rock to rock, 
their concussions becoming fainter 
and fainter with nothing to indicate 
that they finally found a resting

The odometer, an instrument for 
Measuring distance traversed In 2 car- 
fiage, is no modern Invention. The 
first description of it is to be found 
fn a fragment of a Greek treatise and 
was known to engineers of the Alex- 
andrian school, 

Passing to more modern days, we 
find that on Jan. 1, 1598, a book was 
published tn Nuremberg which pro- 
fessed to give a “succinct, detalied and 
positive explanation” of various sys. 
tems of measurement by means of 
such an instrument. This “divider,” 
as the author calls it, had a wheel 
which carried in its axle an indicator 
worked by the circular movement; at 
each turn a needle made a stroke, 
which was transmitted to the dial. 
“This odometer, divided into 100 
equal parts, had a long hand and a 
short, liké modern clocks, the latter 
moving one stroke as often as its big 
brother made a complete round of the 
dial. 

Another odometer, sald to have been 
invented by Peter the Great, was 
shown at the Moscow polytechnic ex- 
hibition in 1872. It was called a 
“verst counter’ and worked excel- 
lently.
